prompt payment of obligations. Such 
posibilities do not effect a public debt 
and no one has an idea, or even cares 
much whether Missouri or the Unit» 1 
States ever burns their last bond. But 
all of us expect the State and 
N a­ 
tion government to build us roads anti 
bridges, police cities and highway■> 
and provide refuges for the unfortu­ 
nate, regardless of debts and taxes. 
Big businesses are never out of debt. 
The most successful business men wo 
know of anywhere remain in debt for 
they have found it advisable to 
use 
their own available funds as well as 
borrowed money.

Jesus made his first appearance in 
public, Prof. Gerhardt explains, after 
the advent of St. John the Baptist, 
which was, according to the gospel of 
St. Luke, in the fifteenth year ot the 
reign of Tiberius Caesar. The Em per­ 
or Augustus having died A. D. 14. th'1 
fifteenth year might have been either 
A. D. 28 or 29. 
But 
Tiberius 
had 
gubernatorial 
rank and privileges equal to the Em­ 
peror while Augustus was still alive, 
and Roman provincial coins exist on 
which A. D. 12 is designated as the 


first year 
of 
Tiberius. 
That would 
make the baptism of Jesus by 
John 
occur in 26 or 27. 
This talies with the gospel of St. 
John, which says, 2-20, that Jesus first 
came to Jerusalem at the time when 
“forty and six years was the temple 
in building”; that is, in the spring of 
27. 
The gospels agree in fixing Christ’s 
public activities as extending 
over 
three years and nine months. 
Jesus 
died on Friday in Passover, a feast 
beginning on the 14th Nisan. 
It was 
the next day that a crucifixion took 
place. 
What date, then, corresponds 
to Friday, the 15th Nisan? 
The first day of the Jewish month 
was the one 
on 
which 
the young 
moon’s crescent first became visible. 
Therefore the question resolved itself 
into this: 
In which of the years 
29 
to 33 did, after a new moon, the first 
Nisan fall on such a day that the 15th 
shot Id be Friday? 
To answer this astronomical prob­ 
lem Prof. Gerhardt studied tables by 
half a dozen scientists who had cal­

the town’s richest man in money, but 
we can’t see the desirability of hav­ 
ing money if it isn’t spent for 
the 
good of the possessor and those with 
whom he or it comes in contact. The 
debt of an individual and the debt ol 
a city or nation is 
quite 
different. 
Death and business failures can pre­ 
vent the former from 
meeting 
his 
obligations 
and 
necessitates 
his 
prompt payment of obligations. Such 
posibilities do not effect a public debt 
and no one has an idea, or even cares 
much whether Missouri or the United 
States ever burns their last bond. But 
all of ur expect the State and 
Nx 
tion government to build us roads and 
bridges, police cities and highway- 
and provide refuges for the unfortu­ 
nate, regardless of debts and taxes. 
Big businesses are never out of debt. 
The most successful business men we 
know of anywhere remain in debt for 
they have found it advisable to 
use 
their own available funds as well as 
borrowed money. 
They pay 
their 
interest and some on the principal, 
but never hesitate to increase their 
indebtedness when they find it to their 
profit and pleasure to do so. 
As to 
the management of our utilities which 
are valued at around a quarter of a 
million dollars, we agree 
with 
Mr. 
Clark that our aldermen and mayor 
are competent to do this. 
Economi­ 
cally it might be said to work out, but 
for peace and harmony few people 
can do much shouting. 
“If” the re­ 
mainder of the board would agree to 
the plans of any one alderman, things 
would be all right. 
But you can’t se­ 
lect a group of four or five outstand­ 


ing men and expect that perfect un­ 
derstanding. 
Our present factional­ 
ism in city affairs is due to political 
appointment and 
management 
of 
municipal business. We sincerely be­ 
lieve that one side was 
about 
as 
wrong as the other and expect a re­ 
currence of the trouble 
again, 
no 
matter whom is elected to the Coun­ 
cil unless the management of our big 
business is put into the hands of one 
competent man who will “hire and 
fire’’ his own help, purchase his own 
supplies and be accountable for 
his 
work to the board of aldermen each 
month.—Shelbina Democrat.

FIXES CRUCIFIXION DATE 
AS APRIL 7, IN SO A. D. 


Berlin.—Prof. 
Oswald 
Gerhardt, 
Berlin theologian, says he has fixed 
the exact date of the crucifixion of 
Jesus Christ It took place, he says, 
April 7 of the year 30 A. D. 
Prof. Gerhardt explains in a scien­ 
tific journal that fixing this date was 
by no means a simple affair. 
As a 
m atter of fact, he 
says, arguments 
could be advanced that the crucifixion 
year might be 29, 30, 31, 32 or 33 A. 
D. 
Jesus made his first appearance in 
public, Prof. Gerhardt explains, after 
the advent of St. John the Baptist, 
which was, according to the gospel of 
St. Luke, in the fifteenth year of the 
reign of Tiberius Caesar. The Emper­ 
or Augustus having died A. D. 14, th" 
fifteenth year might have been either 
A. D. 28 or 29. 
But 
Tiberius 
had 
gubernatorial 
rank and privileges equal to the Em­ 
peror while Augustus was still alive, 
and Roman provincial coins exist on 
which A. D. 12 is designated as the 


first year of Tiberius. That would 
make the baptism of Jesus by John 
occur in 29 or 27. * 
This talies with the gospel of St. 
John, which says, 2-20, that Jesus first 
came to Jerusalem at the time when 
“forty and six years was the temple 
in building”; that is, in the spring of 
27. 
The gospels agree in fixing Christ's 
public activities as extending 
over 
three years and nine months. Jesus 
died on Friday in Passover, a feast 
beginning on the 14th Nisan. It was 
the next day that a crucifixion took 
place. What date, then, corresponds 
to Friday, the 16th Nisan? 
The first day of the Jewish month 
was the one 
on 
which 
the young 
moon’s crescent first became visible. 
Therefore the question resolved itself 
into this: 
In which of the years 
29 
to 33 did, after a new moon, the first 
Nisan fall on such a day that the 15th 
sho*. Id be Friday? 
To answer this astronomical prob­ 
lem Prof. Gerhardt studied tables by 
half a dozen scientists who had cal­ 
culated the moon’s periods and ascen­ 


sions at Jerusalem. The result point­ 
ed to the April 7 of the year SO as 
the date of the crucifixion.
